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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 2, paragraphs 3-4, filed 15 May 2008, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 33, 35 and 36 under 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive based on exclusion o the reference under §1 03(c). The 
§1 03(a) rejection of claims 33, 35 and 36 has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 19-22, 28, 29, 33-37 and 41-43 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

4. Regarding independent claims 1 9, 28, 33 and 41 , the Examiner is unable to find 
within the prior art, alone or in combination, a teaching of providing stimulation pulses 
directly to the muscle tissue of the prostate gland in a training sequence comprising a 
first pulse train and second pulse train delivered over the order of a week, wherein the 
second pulse train includes more pulses per unit time than the first pulse train, such that 
the fiber structure of the gland is physically changed. 

5. Further Regarding independent claim 28, it is noted that Applicant is invoking 
§112, 6 th paragraph through use of "means for" language.
